Five thousand men were crowded 
into the old court house square in Chi­ 
cago on a summer’s afternoon in 1862. 
From a platform in the square a man 
was speaking, his discourse filled with 
the fire and eloquence of patriotism. 
He was urging the men before him to 
enlist for the war, and the excitement 
of ihe multitude was at fever heat. 
As he talked, a man in bis prime, big, 
erect, handsome, pushed his way to­ 
ward the platform. 
As he started up 
the steps, George F. Root, handed 
him a piece of paper. 
Words and mu­ 
sic were written on the paper, and the 
ink wag not, yet dry. 
“ Sing It!” cried 
Root, 
eagerly. 
“ Sing it! It Is just written.” 
"I will,” responded the stalwart 
young man as he elbowed himself to 
the front. The speaker finished and 
the young man stepped into his place. 
He glanced at the simple words and 
music of the song, then flinging aside 
his hat and tossing back bis luxuri­ 
ant hair sang in powerful and resonant 
tones, “ The Battle Cry of Freedom.” 
When he concluded the chorus he 
raised bis hands and cried 
“ Now 
everybody sing the chorus,” and led 
by him 5,000 voices were raised in 
mighty melody; 
For we’ll rally ‘round the flag, 
boys: We’ll rally once again, 
Shouting the battle cry » of freedom.” 
That day a new patriotic song was 
born. That night the recruitiDg sta ­ 
tion was full to overflowing. 
George 
F. Root, author, and J ules Lumbard, 
singer, were national characters. 
In the coliseum at Chicago, more 
than a quarter of & century later, a 
vast throng was gathered. 
It was 
the occasion of the Root memorial 
services. The songs which had come 
from the pen 
of the man—songs 
which 
had inspired 
the souls of 
marching thousands-had been sung, 
all the songs save one, and the people 
wondered why the “ Battle Cry of 
Freedom” had been omitted from the 
program. 
Then a man 
of giant 
stature stepped forward. 
He was 
erect, sturdy and walked 
with the 
elastic tread of a soldier, but the 
great bead of shaggy hair was silvery. 
Sudddenly he began to sing, and a 
voice which contained all the power 
and resonance of 1862 gave forth the 
old song. 
“ For, we’ll rally ’round the flag 
bovs,” began the chorus, but V e great 
| voice of the old singer was drowned 
in the answering shout 
as 
men, i 
women and children sprang to their [ 
feet and joined him. Over and over 
again was th e ch o ru s repeated, and 
then the great building shook with 
applause as the old man stood and 
bowed before the tumult of an ovation 
wbioh would have made glad the 
heart of a king. It was J ules Lum­ 
bard singing the song of a friend in 
memory of him who bad written it. 
And then a hush fell upon the as­ 
semblage, for the white-baired singer 
began "J ust 
Before 
the 
Battle, 
Mother,” and tears oame into the 
eyes of men who recalled the days of 
’62 when J ules Lumbard bad sung the 
same song. They went back in mem­ 
ory to the times went the old man 
was young; when he and his brother, 
Frank, had led the singing in the old 
wigwam when Lincoln was nominated 
for the presidency ; they recalled the 
voice that inspired young men to 
don the blue, the voice that trans­ 
ite d the arguments of patriotic ora­ 
tors into music; they 
remembered 
the m n in the midst of vast throngs 
of other men sMrring them with his 
melody and they could not forget 
that day when the same singer stood 
at the bier of the emancipator and 
sang bis requiem.

This information comes from 
Yates men who attended the Yates- 
Deneen conference at the executive 
mansion in SpriDgfield Tuesday night 
and which was not terminated until 2 
o’clock yesterday mornirg. It is a n­ 
nounced on high authority that Mr. 
Yates is not satisfied with the a tti­ 
tude assumed toward his senatorial 
aspirations by the state executive and 
ttast unless the unexpected happens in 
the next ten days Mr. Yates » III not|J W 0 PERSIAN JEWS WANT FUNDS 
announce his candidacy for Senator' 
Cullom’s place. 
The executive mansion conference 
was called by Governor Deneen, who 
invited Mr. Yates and his friends to 
meet him to discuss the senatorial 
situation. 
It appears that at the close of the 
SpriDgfield mçeting Yates and his 
friends were satisfied that Governor 
Deneen is backing former Attorney 
General Hamlin of SheibyvUle for the 
Cullom succession, although he did 
not say so positively 
The proposi­ 
tion made by Mr. Deneen, it is re­ 
ported, is the transfer of the Deneen- 
Yates-Hamlin-Sherman combination 
which 
dominated 
the 
republican 
state convention of last year to the 
state legislature. The governor sug­ 
gested that Mr. Hamlin be permitted 
to 
control state 
patronage in the 
counties delivered by him to 
the 
winning state convention combina­ 
tion and that the same privilege be 
accorded Mr. Yates and* Lieutenant 
Governor Sherman. 
Whatever may have been the pre­ 
cise language used by Governor De­ 
neen, reports agree that Mr. Yates 
was satisfied that the Cook county 
republican machine would back Ham­ 
lin 
This Yates did net like aDd he 
told the governor that his plan did 
not follow the agreement made at the 
republican stats 
convention. 
Mr 
Yates also objected ¡ to the state ad­ 
ministration fostering the senatorial 
candidacy of Mr. Hamlin and the 
conference broke up without reaching 
&o agrément. 
Mr. Yates insists that Governor 
Deneen should give him the undivided 
support of the state administration. 
‘•It is not enough,” said a Yates ad­ 
herent last night, "that Mr 
Deneen 
should be ‘friendly;’ be must be ac­ 
tively for Yates. If Mr, Yates does 
not receive the kind of support that 
will enable him to make an effective 
fight against the 
federal 
machine 
with 
its enormous 
patronage, he 
might as well keep out of the fight.” 
The milk in the cocoanut seems to 
be that Governor Deneen’s particular 
newspaper allies in Chicago are in­ 
tent upon pushing Mr. Hamlin’s sena­ 
torial candidacy and are desirous that 
Yates should be kept in the field in 
order that he may deliver to Hamlin 
counties which he, Yates, controlled 
at the state convention a year ago.

What will become of the Hamlin 
Senatorial candidacy in the event that 
Yates refuses to run is the question 
which is worrying the state adminis­ 
tration, according to all reports. 
Mr. 
Yates has a strong country organiza­ 
tion. 
He is admittedly the strongest 
anti Cullom possibility in Illinois and 
if he breaks with Governor Deneen 
the chances of Mr. Hamlin may go 
glimmering. Governor Deneen’s plan 
is for Hamlin to 
contribute Cook 
county and eastern Illinois to tbe 
combination, Including tbe McKinley 
and Cannon districts; for Yates, to 
bring all the districts in southern, 
central and northern Illinois which 
he can control, and 
for Lieutenant 
Governor Sherman to deliver as much 
of western Illinois as he can wrest 
from Senator Cullom. 
Mr. Sherman probably could de­ 
liver his own senatorial district, but 
it is doubted if be oould bring in the 
Rock Island district against the op­ 
position of Colonel Frank O. Lowden 
and his friends.
